A coroner's inquest on the body of Jos.

Tho evidence went to show that Baskett 
was the aggressor and forced the fight on 
Cotea. When Cotea knocked Baskett 
down ho kicked the latter five times on 
the head, which caused death. Dr. De 
Wolf Smith made a post mortem examina- 
tion and found on removing tho scalp 
considerable congealed blood. On 
roaioving tho brain a largo fjtiantity 
of blood was found o}^tending over the 
wliole base of the brain and down tho 
spinal canal. The spinal cord was snapped. 
In his evidence Dr. Smith said that death 
resulted from the kicks given by Cotea. 
Tho jury found a verdict that deceased 
came to his death by injuries inflicted by 
Cotea. The prisoner was remanded till 
Wednesday, when he will be sent up for 
trial at tlie next assiiies. 



THE SEIZED 8EALEKS. 

Tbe Sale AVIII be Postponed team Day to Day— 
Uarihal Atklni Courts Inveitlgatlou. 

Port Town.^knd, Aug. 18.— Among the 
passengers on tho Ancon yesterday was 
Marshal Barton Atkins of Alaska, who 
came down from Sitka to sell the con- 
demned sealing schooners now at this 
port. On arrivhig here, however, he 
found a tolcgrain from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral telling hiin t,o po8t]ionc tho sale and 
await further instructions by mail. Short- 
ly after arriving the marshal was shown a 
dispatch publianed in an Oregnti paper a 
few weeks since, allegii^g that himself and 
Collector Delaney were connected with 
the sale of certain seized seal-skins, which 
tho coveniniont has made tho subject of 
investigation. Ho said: ''This statement 
is Slanderous and an absolute falsehood. 
It is true, as is known, that there was 
crookedness connected with this sale, but 
this is the first time my name has ever 
been mantioned in the matter. At tho 
time this article was published the special 
agent referred to had not been 
Sitka four houfs. Tho facts 
are aa follows : I rocommonded 
that these skins be sold at Tacoma, and 
tho court so ordetod. The night before I 
was to leave to make the sale, orders were 
received from the court to sell them at 
Sitka instead. They brought there only 
S3, when thoy would havo brought §6 in 
Tacoma, and tho government lost thereby 
ever §10,000. There was undoubtedly 
Bome collusion to bring about this change 
of the place of sale and a combination 
formed by which Victoria parties profited. 
It is well known, however, that u cort.iin 
official now in the east was the only one 
charged with or concerned in this crooked 
arrangement. For myself, I court invest- 
igation, and the squib referred to is an act 
of gross injustice." 

Marshal Atkins wont up Sound on the 
Quoon, and will return to-niorrow to 
await further orders from the government. 
Meantime tho sale of these achuonors, 
whicli was to havo taken plftce Monday 
next, will be postponed from day to day 
until said orderly hco received.

TOTAL ABSTINENCE AND LONG- 
EVITY. 

Wo a few days ago ])nblished some 
statistics obtained by the investisating 
connnittee of tlio British Medical Asso- 
ciation purporting to show that total ab- 
stainers do not live so long as those who 
drink moderately. As was to bo expected 
the total abstainers are not disposed to 
accept the result) of those figures which 
have caused no small commotion in their 
ranks. The London Lancet, than which 
there is no higher medical autliority 
among serial publications, in its issue of 
July 28th, deals with these statistics. 
Tlie Lancet roniaika that it is unsatisfac- 
tory tliat returns wuro received from only 
17<i praotitionera giving returjis of but 
■1,37-t deaths. After roiiroduciiiii the 
table as recently published in those 
columns, it adds : • ' 

No wonder tliat the leetoL-ilIers refuse 
to accept such statistics. It may still be 
believed that really teniporato people, 
who take liheii: aleoh»l >vith extreme mod- 
eriitioii, fare tetter and live longer than 
those who absolutely abstain. Many men 
of i,'reat autliority and judgment think so. 
But it can scarcely bo credited that the 
decidedly i nteiiipcr.ite live longer than 
Icetotjillur.s, and lliat free drinkers, and 
careless drinkers live much longer. Such 
conclusioiis'raise the strongest suspicion 
(jf the value of the stiitistics. Wo are 
sure Dr. Isanibard Owen would liandl 
his materials with iniparti.ility, but we 
cannot accejjt them as a aeri(jua coiitribu 
tion to a very interesting social and medi- 
cal (juostion. To expect medical men to 
say of a patient wIkj died three years 
ago to which of live classes of drinkeri 
ho belonged is to e.\|)cct too much 
"Careless drinkers" arc thus de 
fined. . '*They are . neither intern 
porato nor free, yot don't confine tbom- 
si.'lves witliin ii rigid rule, do nut objeol 
to spii its Dccasionall}' as a iuivurage, at 
times drinking bclweun nii'als, or even 
getting drunk occuaiunally, i>ut, not niak 
ing either a practice or a habit:, and on 
the average not materially exceeding thu 
'physiological amount' of one. ounce and a 
half of pure alcohol daily.'" '' Wo decline 
to recognize such habits as fairly within 
the detinition of tem])eranco as sanctioned 
now by medical authorities, and we gravely 
suspect the lignrcs which credit such men 
with a longevity of 8.45 years greater 
than that uf abstainers, who have their 
faults and even their diseases, and who 
die in spito of abstinence, but who cer- 
tainly escape, or "kee;! under" many dia 
eases anti degenerations which shorten 
and impair life. W'o are not sorry tlial 
these statistics have been published. But 
vve shall be sorry indeed if they load men 
to drink "carelessly ' — and thoy are to be 
numbered by millions— into thinking they 
may do so with impunity, , . .Uiilgst med 
ical ex])erienco and -'pathology are , alto 
gether uIl^Yo^thy.pf trust, that js an fllna

MISSIONARY TfiAUERS. 

To THK EuiToa:— On May 24th, 1888, 
you kindly publislied a letter, signed 
''.Justice," in which tho following para- 
graph occurred : 

'''The societies who send out those mis- 
sionaries are stipportod by public subscrip- 
tions, and so thoy may bo said to bo 
servants of the public, and in Pritish 
Columbia servants of tho British, for 
British purposes whether civil or religious, 
riiuir time and labor belong to those who 
pay them, but it is found that they use 
both for trading on their own private 
account and make themselves profit tliero- 
by. Tako Mr. Groon, a Wesleyan mis- 
sionatj, as our example. " 

In the Victoria Times of August loth 
(Rev.) D. Jennings makes tho following 
remarks : ".luatice" made a severe at- 
tack oil tho Rev. A. S. Green, of tho 
INIethodist mission, among other things 
charging him with dislion^ithi receiving a 
aalaiy for mission Wf>rk whilst ho was en 
gaged in commercial pursuits. Thocliiur- 
man of Mr. Green's distridt, the general 
socretary of tho Methodist missionary 
society, knew that Mr. Greoii waa en 
gagod in trade, irliij^ And his 

salary was paid him with tho full under 
atanding of what bo was about ! ! 

Mr. Jeniiinga will observe now that 
missionary societies were mentionod and 
lUit one in particular, Mr. Green's name 
came to the front simply because he had 
come into notice in consequence of a fiery 
speech he had addressed to tho Wesleyan 
Conforonco assembled at New Weatniins 
tor about this time. Since my letter of 
Alay 24th it lias leaked out that the sub 
ject of trading-missionaries was brought 
U]) there and discussed, tlie end being that 
hein ombo ra were induced to believe that 
the trading was solely intended for the 
benefit of the Indians to give them, em- 
ployment and to glorify God, but' Ih'at it 
was )i(itfor the salcc of makiiuj <iHtj pccuiii- 
ani pnijit. It is presumed this is what 
Mr. ilenniligs nieaus when he says "the 
society know that Mr. Green was engaged 
ill trade" and irlnj. Mr. .Jennings must ho 
be aware that in face of this it is ctuiimoiily 
roportodadispucoliaa arisonas totlie proper 
share of tho profits of his former cannery 
accruing to Mr. Groon personally, ho be- 
ing a partner in the concern, Mr, Green 
clanning mure than hia partner thinks him 
entitled to. This may be settled amica- 
bly without ronort to law and the pub- 
licit}' necessarily accruing therefnnu. 

Mr. Jennings will likowiao pluaao ob- 
serve that my letter does not chaiuje Mr. 
(iroon ''with dislmiesliy receiving his sal- 
ary for missioii, work;" Neither was it 
inteiidod to load any one to boliove so. 
Why Mr. ■Jennings should have of his own 
accord inserteil the very ugly word "dis- 
honestly" iiiuat rest with his own con- 
science; the deduction being his own. 

But, says Mr, Jennings, Church of 
England uiisi^ipuarieB trade, and citoa the 
iiauius of some. Does nut this bear out 
my charge that missionaries, paid salaries 
by subscriiitioiis from tho public for work 
the subscribers want to be done, use 
their time in some measiu'e for t^radiug 
and bartering with Indiana for their own 
einoluuiont and prolit, which llie sub- 
scribers know nothing of. How many 
sleeping partners may there bo I 
Only those jiublicly engaged are 
known. With wli.at delightful gusto 
iMr. .Jennings cites tho name of Bishop 
lUdloy as a trader, as though Bishop 
Ridley were a superior being and there- 
fore shed a halo of glory about trading in 
general and so justified tho Wesleyan 
trader in particular I 

It must, however, bo roniemberod that 
Ridley and his adherents wore boycotted 
by Duncan and' his adherents, who would 
not allow the faithful of Ridley to pur- 
chase anything at the store of tho Duii- 
canite faithful. Mark, however, tho dif- 
ference, Mr. .Jenning's says tho bishop 
S'dd at nut, so the Indians got tlie benefit; 
hut in the case of the Wesleyan trader 
not at cost, so the Wesleyan salaried 
trader .got..,t|>j9t l^^.n^^t,,,^: iJ.enRtngB says 
traders made the remark, " It is not fair 
to us who -get our living by trade to have 
to compete with a man who sells at cost 
and has a large salary to suppcut himself, 
apart from his trading." Does not this 
apply to the Wesleyan also, bjivo and 
except tho selling at cost. Everyone ia 
well aware ..'that .there , are very many 
singlo-minded men devoted to their meri- 
torious work, and that it is only a few 
who mix religion, trade and political agi- 
tation into ono heterogeneous unwliole- 
aome swallow, but the old adage applies, 
viz., a few scabby sheep may spoil a 
whole flock if not separated betimes. The 
whole_i'in|jy-,becoiji[e .jiJ9hey,,<?hangors by 
pormission and' exiimple'." There is a 
ditl'orence ; the subscribers to the 
Church Missionary Society would have 
to bear the loss, if any — whorcaa 
the Wesleyan society , would . not, get 
any of tfio cui^^ideraple profits made 
by their servant. . 

It is uaeleas continuing this any further, 
but lot me remark that any niiasionary 
who uses his, that ia tho aociety's time, 
for tho purpose of trading, the profit of 
such trading ought to belong to the socie- 
ty. In this way missionary societies need 
not solicit subscripticuis from the ])ublic; 
all they would have to do would be to 
give jierniissioii to the missionaries to 
trade and barter as well in religion as in 
other skins, peltries and luerohandise. It 
might not be a bad speculation to form a 
joint stock conijiany under tlie name of 
tiio "Universal Trading-Missionary Socie- 
ty." Tho public at all events might then 
receive some profits frojn their subscrip- 
tions, or indeed.it would not be necessary 
for them to subscribe at all. Other trad- 
ers would xioti.,neoesaarily complain, for 
rely .. i uppni , it,' > traduig .■ ..with. . ,'jtho 
Indians would be much more seductive 
than teaching them the jirinciplus of reli- 
gion. We should probably ihen not hear 
any more of thu hallucination of mi.isifjnary 
trading for the glory of Almighty (iod and 
thu libuetit of the Indians, but the trulh 
would be iilain for tho almighty dollars- 
tho two terms have not yot bec(Jine ipiite 
synonyiiiouH, although it seems very difli- 
cult for sivmu consciences to draw a dis- 
tiuctiuii bol\,'eun them,

An Interesting Discourse on the FroKress, Cus- 
toms and Character of Japan's 
People. 

At the Pandora street Methodist Chuich

'.'filiiit ..-..liui ly. lifter singing a hymn, 
and a prayei' by Rev. Mr. Wadman, tho 
rev. lecturer was introduced by Rev. Mr.
